The Director asked Mr. Hedden to 
draft memoranda to Secretaries of State and Defense noting that we had 
scored a success in the legal phase of this problem and that a positive 
decision was now required as to how to exploit this legal victory. lie was 
to stress in the memorandum the fact that informal efforts to get guidance 
from State and Defense had been fruitless, and that a delay of 1*8 hours may 
make a great deal of difference.
